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MURDERER 
DOWN AT LAST 


Gray Foster, Captured, 
NEGRO TAKEN AT ST, LOUIS 


Crime Was Committed Last June and 
Several Negroes Implicated 
with Edwards Have Been 
Lynched—How Murderer 
Was Trapped. 


St. Louis, Mo., October 15.—Prince Ed- 
wards, the fugitive murderer of John 
Gray Foster, of Loulsiana, was arrested 
this morning at the east end of the Eads 
bridge, east St. Louis, Ill When ar- 
rested he gave his name as that of George 
Duncan. He refuses to talk or to state 


ana. 

His capture was effected through John 
Henry, a colored detective of Shreveport, 
who has been on the trail of Edwards 
ever since the murder was committed last 
June. Henry learned through some 
source that BDdwards was in hiding in 
St. Louls. He at once started for this 
city, coming through Hast St. Louis. 
Here he met Detective James L Enright 
and told him what he was after, show- 
ing the warrant he carried for the ar. 
rest of Bdadwards. 

Henry also told Enright that he knew 
his man was in St. Louls, but feared 
that he would have some difficulty in. ar- 


rest@e him there, as Edwards was known 
to have a number of friends in this city 
who would throw every obstacle in the 


way of his arrest, even to a resort to 
violence to prevent his removal. Enright 
suggested that if he could induce Bdwards 


to accompany him to the east side he 
would see that he was arrested. In ac- 
cordance with this programme Henry in- 
duced Edwards to go with him to Bast 
St. Louis, where he assured him he could 
get immediate work with the transfer 
company. ’ 

The fugitive consented, and as soon 
as they had crossed to the east side, 
Detective Enright. who had been closely 
watching th ebridge the past two days, 
made the arrest and took Edwards to the 
city prison, where he Is locked up await- 
ing the arrival of extradition papers. On 
his arrival Henry, the Shreveport de- 
tective, had no difficulty in locating his 
man, and for two days was his shadow 
until he finally won his confidence and 
induced him to accompany him as above 
stated. Edwards’ identity is claimed by 
Henry to be settled beyond a shadow of 
a doubt.

Adams. But no such evidence was given.’’

I recol- 
lect that distinctly, because I was anxious 
to keep a straight and steady course, be- 
lieving we gained by that, and we had 
them at all times under an easy range. 
We had their range completely and our 
shots were landing. Theirs were not.” 

“Please state what was the conduct and 
bearing of Commodore Schley during the 
battle of July 3. The answer to this ques- 
tion previously given by you does not re- 
fer specifically to this date.’’ 

“I canpot imagine any conduct in battle 
more admirable. He was.cool, brave and 
enthusiastic, from the beginning to the 
end of the action.” 

DAMAGE DONE BROOKLYN 
BY THE SPANISH SHELLS 

Mr. Raynor: “What damaeed or injury 
was done to the Brooklyn on the day of 
the battle by the Spanish ships?’ 

‘‘My recollection is that she was struck 
twenty times. She had the marks of some 
forty injuries, but examinations showed 
twenty shot holes. She was in such a con- 
dition at the end of that battle that so far 
as the ship herself was concerned she was 
ready for action in. She was not ma- 
terially injured. most injury was 
done by a shot-that entered the midshi

Colonel Chinn 
stated that he started to draw his pistol 
after the second volley of shots came and 
that Goebel tried to get his revolver from 
his pocket as he fell wounded to the 
ground. Eph Lilliard, who also~ accom- 
panied Goe bel on the morning of the 
shooting, was next introduced, but his 
testimony was much the same as that 
of Colonel Chinn. 

Ed Steffey then told of having seen a 
gun barrel protruding from one of the 
windows in the secretary of state’s of- 
fice just before Goebel fell. On cross- 
examination Steffey said he did not know 
whether the rifle barrel was pointing from 
Powers’ office or the general reception 
room between his office and the govern- 
or’s office.

Alebama Senator Addresses Large 
Crowd at Selma. ‘ 


HE ADVOCATES THE ADOPTION 


Shows His Hearers How the State 
Will Be Greatly Benefited by 
the New Laws. 


Huntsville, Ala., October 15.—(Special.) 
Senator Edmund W. Pettus, of Selma, 
delivered an address today on the mo- 
tives of the new constitution. Senator 
Pettus, in reviewing the constitution, said 
that in his opinion the suffrage. clause 
would disfranchise no white man. He re- 
plied to the charges by its opponents wh 
say it will place the negro in power b 
saying that it is strange, but true, that 
no negroes in the state are in favor of 
its adoption. The soldier suffrage clause, 
he said, was designed especially for north 
Alabama, the white people of which are 
all descendants of soldiers or who can 
either read and write or have $300 in 
property. 

Senator Pettus said that there are 
enough precedents to assure every one 
that the snffrage clause is constitutional. 
Another great benefit to be given by the 
new constitution, he said, will be the 
increased appropriations for public 
schools in the state. He proved this con- 
clusively by showing that every superin- 
tendent of education in Alabama is in 
favor of the new instrument. 

Senator Péttus said the constitution is 
a party measure and that all good demo- 
crats will vote for it. He urged all of 
them to pull together and have the con- 
stitution ratified. He expressed confide

OVER 340,000 WAS LOST 


Express Train Was Held Up and a 
Small Fortune Was Car- 
ried Away. 


Nashville, Tenn., October 15.—Annie 
Rogers, alias Maud Williams, aged 26, is 
in the custody of the police here. General 
Superintendent Taylor, of the Pinkerton 
agency at Chicago, who is here, believes 
her arrest will lead to the apprehension 
of a gang who’on July 3 last held up a 
Great Northern express train near Wag- 
ner, Mont., securing over $40,000 in bank 
notes.

CHARTERS ARE GIVEN TO 
MANY BANKS IN THE STATE 


Secretary of State Phil Cook has com- 
pleted his annual report to the governor’ 
and it is now in the hands of the printer. 
It will be sent to the governor within the 
next two or three days. 

Secretary Cook’s report shows that dur- 
ing the year he has incorporated twenty- 
five banks and ten railroads, while he has 
issued about half a dozen headright 
grants. 

The number of banks: incorporated is 
the largest known during any year since 
this work has been in the hamds of the 
secretary of state. It is more than 
double the number of the largest year 
known before. In 1900 there were incor- 
porated eleven banks, in 1899. seven, in 1898 
five and in 1897 three. Prior to that year 
banks were incorporated by the general 
assembly. 

The report in this respect makes a 
splendid showing for the state financially. 
These banks are all prosperous, as is 
shown by the report of state treasurer, 
and their prosperity is a sign of good 
times in the community in which they do 
business. The banks incorporated by 
Secretary Cook during the year just closed 
are as follows:

Bibb County Commissioners 
Oppose New Law. 

Macon, Ga.. October i5.—(Special.)—The 
county commissioners of Bibb today de- 
cided to hold a special meeting next Fri- 
day morning to which they will invite 
the representatives in the legislature 
from Bibb county and the senator from 
this district for the purpose of discussing 
a bill which passed the house at the 
last session of the legislature, and has 
been read one time in the senate and is 
now in the hands of the general judiciary 
committee.

In the 
progress of the human race there is 
an irresistible force pushing forward. 

In nothing that we have said do we 
wish to discourage the work either of 
Professor Washington and his great 
school or of the other such institutions 
throughout the south. The negro is 
here to stay. It is better that he 
should be educated—better for him 
and better for all. Much has been 
done for him already, and much more 
can be done. The warmest encour- 
agement Booker Washington has re- 
ceived has been from the people in 
the south. He was sympathetically 
received by an immense audience of 
southern whites in Atlanta eight years 
ago. We refer to the magnitude of his 
work only to praise it, and to arouse 
the. whites to friendly emulation. 

Let the truth be known that the ne 
groes are going forward! It will the 
better stir us up. to our own work. 
In Georgia the assessed value of prop- 
erty held by negroes is placed at 
$15,000,000, representing a real mar: 
ket value of $30,000,000. Of this sum 
$1,000,000 of assessment or $2,000,000 
market value was added in the year 
just clased. The wealth of the ne 
groes of the southern states is not less 
than $400,000,000. The building up of 
wealth follows a sharpening of the in- 
tellect. If the untutored colored men 
of the past quarter of a century could 
amass almost half a billion of dollars, 
why may not the educated negro dur- 
ing the next quarter of a century 
quadruple the amount? 

In the cry for economy there is too 
often a lament about the items to our 
colleges. If every such educational 
appropriation were to be wiped out to- 
day, it would not make an appreciable 
difference in the tax rate. There is 
not a legislator but is aware of this 
fact. The burden is to be found in 
items for other purposes. 

But even if the tax rate had to bs 
increased, can we afford to keep it 
down at the expense of turning the 
white boy into the field, hopeless and 
ignorant, while his colored neighbor 
finds a dozen doors open to him? Are 
not our boys worth the investment? 

Read the Tuskegee figures again, 
and recollect that this represents but 
one among many such establishments 
for colored youth. 

Compare with this showing the in- 
adequate work we have done for our 
own children. 

Is not the lesson plain? 


Mobile’s Bicentennial. 


Early next year Mobile will cele 
brate the completion of her second 
century of existence, and the event 
will be one of national interest, 

This enterprising city of the gulf is 
so thoroughly wideawake that we can 
hardly associate her with the antiqui- 
ties which belong to this ripe old age, 
but in spite of her lusty vigor of heart 
and limb she is one of the compara- 
tively ancient cities of the continent. 

She began her career in January, 
1702, when the celebrated LeMoyne de 
Bienville founded a settlement called 
Fort St. Louis, on Mobile bay, which 
was the first stable.colony planted by 
France in her western province of 
Louisiana. Though other French set- 
tlements had been made along the 
course of the Mississippi river and 
near the waters of the gulf, they had 
not prospered up to this time and 
many of them had been abandoned. 
But Mobile was prosperous from the 
start. 

On account of her favored situation 
she was soon made the capital of the 
French province, but later on, when 
the territory of France was divided 
and all of the territory east of the 
Mississippi was ceded to England, the 
capital of the province was transferr- 
ed to New Orleans. 

We congratulate our sister city on 
her approaching anniversary. May 
the future hold many great things in 
store for her. 


The President’s Course. 

There are two aspects from which 
the course of President Roosevelt is 
being watched: Its recognition so far 
of government as a business to be 
transacted in the interest of all and 
the effect it may have upon his polit- 
ical future. 

From the first view there has been 
heard nothing but satisfaction thus 
far. The efforts of certain people to 
explain presidential appointments 
through the glass of politics has at- 
tracted little attention, because the 
people just now are more concerned 
in the competent performance of pub- 
lic duty than about the beliefs of the 
man engaged therein... When the pres- 
ident gave Alabama a judge measur- 
ing up to the high traditions of the 
bench there was approval. When he 
declared to Senator Mason that no 
man would be appointed to public of- 
fice whose personal character and in- 
tegrity were not of the highest, he 
said something that could not be ob- 
jected to. When he announced his 
purpose to personally inquire into the 
fitness of men seeking office, who 
could criticise? So far the actions of 
the president have been in accord 
with his declarations. 

But the political effect—that’ is a 
different matter, and one which will 
become quite prominent later on. 
Some one ventured to suggest this to 
the president recently, when he is 
quoted as having said: 

“IT am going to select the very best 
men for public position. Men appoint- 
ed to public places must be high in 
morals and in every other respect. If 
the American people care to show 
their approval of my course as presi- 
dent during the three years and a half 
that I have to serve by placing me at 
the head of the republican ticket in 
1904, I should feel deeply grateful. But 
if I have to pander to any cliques, 
combinations or movements for their 
approval, I would not give a snap of 
my finger for it or for a nomination 
under such circumstances. My in- 
dorsement must come from the people 
of the country.” 

There is but little doubt that the 
presidential mind can be clearly out 
lined in the foregoing, in consequence 
of which there may be unusual devel- 
opments. 

Why should not a president claim 
reelection from the hands of the peo- 
ple at large without the usual inter- 
vention of primaries and convdntions? 
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Roosevelt is a man of new methods, 
and he might ‘make the effort. ‘He’ 
might fail before the people, and then 
again he might succeed! 

It would be a new experience to the 
American people to deal directly with 
the candidate himself; to dispense 
with the tedious intervention of na- 
tional and state chairman, and to 
elect a president upon the general 
principle of the man for the place. 

Another view, and perhaps a more 
practical one: One term in the white 
house caps the climax of ambition 
and adds a new picture to the page 
of history. Forty terms added could 
not increase the emphasis. Mr. Roose- 
velt has practically a full term ahead 
of him. No action of the people could 
place him higher, Then why not be 
president in good earnest while he is 
at it? Why not compress into these 
three and a half years all the energy 
that would make his name illustrious, 
unmoved by the wrangling at his heels 
and uninfluenced by the persistence of 
men with private interests? He would 
not only have the indorsement of the 
people, but the verdict of history as 
well. 

One term in which the politician 
would not be a force would be some- 
thing to remember. 


Senator Allison’s Glad Word. 

One of the most “unanimous” states 
men in the country is United States 
Senator Allison. He has the happy 
faculty described by St. Paul of being 
all things to all men. His word is pe 
culiarly glad. 

For years the senator has been con- 
sidered available timber for the presi- 
dency. Men now old have grown gray 
in advocating his claims. Yet, when 
the contest waged warm, and there 
was likely to be a strained condition 
in the public mind, the senator has 
wisely withdrawn, carrying out the 
same benignant countenance’ with 
which he went in. His is the smile 
that never contracts. 

Even today, with uncertainty divid- 
ing republicanism into groups, Sena- 
tor Allison is the admired one of each 
in turn. He declares himself to be a 
protectionist with Senator Hdnna@, a 
revisionist with Mr. Babcock, a believ- 
er of reciprocity as the late President 
McKinley intended it, and an advocate 
of it under whatever form President 
Roosevelt may present it. In fact, the 
senator is everywhere at once, and 
at serious disagreement with no man. 

There are reciprocity treaties before 
the senate, and according to the sen- 
ator they are good. The senate has 
not adopted them, it is true, but then 
the committee has considered them. 
and that is very good. They will 
probably come up on the roM# some- 
time, and as the senate is an eternal 
body, consideration cannot be forever 
put off, and that is good. 

The happy optimism of Senator Alli- 
son is catching. It would make a man 
with a dime in his pocket have the 
feeling of a millionaire. In truth, the 
senator has discovered the mind-cure 
forall ills.

The all important 
matters now are, first, the release of Miss 
Stone, and, second, the future protection 


of Americans in both Bulgaria and Tur- 
key. 


The Subsidy Argument. 

(From The Louisyille . Courier-Journal.) 

The value of direct lines of transporta- 
tion need not be disputed, but it is easy 
to exaggerate their importance. The ten- 
dency to exaggerate is greatly strength- 
ened by the clamor for subsidies. Trans- 
portation facilities do’ not create trade, 
though within certain limits they may 
divert it from one country to another. 
There are plenty of steamships that are 
willing to go wherever cargoes are to be 
had. The business of transportation is, 
in fact, overdone. One of the stock ar- 
guments for subsidies is that tramp 
steamers are so numerous that they will 
carry freight at prices ruinous to regular 
lines. A tramp steamer is one that will 
go anywhere that a cargo may be had 
for transportation to any port whatever. 
The deficiency is not in ships, but in car- 
goes. Whenever there is business suffi- 
cient to justify the establishment of reg- 
ular lines there is abundance of capital 
eager to seek employment. . The reason 
there are not more lines ts because the 
trade is not sufficient to support them. 
It is a losing business to run steamships 
with inadequate cargoes, so that trans- 
portation must wait upon trade. When 
the trade is obtained the transportation 
facilities will not be wantirig. 


A Curious Calculation. 
(From The Boston Advertiser.) 

A London journal prints the following 
curious calculation, made by an ingenious 
correspondent: “When reading the ac- 
count of the sad death of Mr. McKimley, I 
noticed the figures of the dates of the 
birth, the death and the age‘of the late 
president, and also the figures of the birth 
and the present age of Mr. Roosevelt, the 
present president, were very peculiar. Mr. 
McKinley was born in 1848. Mr. Roosevelt 
succeeded Mr. McKinley at the age of 43; 
Mr. Roosevelt was born in 1858, Mr. Mc- 
Kinley died at the age of 68 Now, if we 
add the two ages of the late and the pres- 
ent president together and add 1800 for the 
nineteenth century, in which they were 
born, we shall have the date of the 
death of the late president,”’ 


The Merging of the Philippines.

As to the. complete merging of the 
Philippine islands in the United States, 
we think that this would be a change 
which would prove disastrous both to the 
American and the Filipino people, The 
social, industrial, religious and political 
customs of the two peoples are altogether 
divergent. The needs of one could not be 
met by laws adapted to the requirements 
of the other. Even if the United States is 
to continue to hold the Philippine islands 
as a possession for an-indefinite future, it 
would be far better for all concerned that 
the largest measure of local autonomy 
should be given, and that the people 
should not be brought under the direct 
control of the government at Washington. 


Which Is To Be Hoped.

The esteemed Atlanta Constitution 
stands just a trifle in fear that President 
Roosevelt doesn’t appreciate the demor- 
alizing effect of the “black terror” in the 
south.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


Captain E. P. Howell returned to the 
city yesterday from Savannah, where he 
went to attend a meeting of the Central 
of Georgia railroad directors. He reports 
the Central to be in fine condition. He 
said: 

“The report for September shows a 
falling off in the receipts of the road 
from the year before on account of the 
decreased amount of cotton hauled the 
past September. The crop this year on 
the line of the Central is three weeks 
later than it was last year. While the 
movement of cotton was very heavy dur- 
ing the month of September last year, 
there was a very large falling off this 
September, which necessarily reduced the 
receipts of the road for that month. The 
agents along the line of the road report 
the crop to be as large as last year’s—if 
not larger—and the recdipts will come the 
latter part of the year that were due in 
September. 

“Very large expenditures have been 
made recently for maintenance, laying 
new tracks with heavy rails, building 
trestles and increasing the equipment of 
the road. The cost of putting on auto- 
matic couplers and air brakes .on the 
freight cars has been very heavy, but 
the drains on the treasury will be reduced 
as soon as the present improvements are 
completed. 

“The company has made arrangements 
to add two vessels to the Ocean steam- 
ship line. The Grand Duchess has been 
purchased from the Plant system at a 
very reasonable price and will be put 
in service on the line by January 1. It 
is now in Roach’s yards at Chester, Pa., 
being remodeled so as to increase its 
freight storage room. It will be able to 
carry, when finished, about 1,900 tons of 
freight and 120 passengers, and will be 
one of the finest boats. on the line. A 
new steamship is being built and will be 
finished by the first of next May. It will 
be named the City of Memphis and will 
have 3,500 tons freight capacity. When 
these are finished and put in commission 
the freight business, which is now very 
heavy, can be easily accommodated and 
increased on the Ocean steamship line. 

“The outlook for the Central was never 
better than it is today. e trac a 
train service are first-cjass, the road is 

aged and every- 
thing is working smoothly with the man- 
agement.”’

At 7:30 o'clock the members of the pres- 
ent committee in each ward will call 
the meetings to order, and will request 
the nomination of a chairman to preside 
during the election. Each meeting will 
adopt its owgm method of holding the 
élection.

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MOB VIOLENCE ON THE DECREASE; 
. SAYS GOVERNOR ALLEN D. CANDLER 


No Mention Will Be Made of Subjec 
In Annual Message. 
To Legislature. 


It is not Hkely that Governor Candler 
will have anything to, say in his forth- 


violence and the crimes that give rise to 
it. Hb has, however, had the matter 
under consideration, and has found that 
within the last year there has been a 
large decrease in occurrences of this kind. 
Speaking of the matter yesterday, Gov- 
ernor Candler said: 

“While there never was half the mob 
violence in Georgia that one might have 
supposed from the continuous noise made 
about it by some of the south-hating 
newspapers, it is a gratifying fact that 
this crime has greatly diminished in the 
last eighteen months. At the same time 
there has been not so great an abatement 
in the frequency of assaults by negroes 
upon white women. A mania for the 
perpetration of this crime seems to pos- 
sess the lower class of negroes not alone 
in Georgia, but all over the union where 
any considerable number of negroes is 
found, and the same spirit of madness 
to summarily avenge the crime takes 
possession of the friends of the victim 
of his brutal lust, whether it be in Geor- 
gia or Mississippi, Ohio or Kansas. 

‘Such conditions are deplorable—de- 
plorable that the brutish lust of the ne- 
gro drives him to inevitable destruction. 
and deplorable that white men, carried 
away by passion, will, in utter defiance of 
law, usurp the office of hangman and 
hurry the offender into eternity at the 
stake or the gallows. That the ravisher 
mist suffer death is in Georgia a law 
inevitable as the decrees of fate, and our 
judges are prompt in convening their 
courts to assure speedy and fair trials. 
It is therefore madness for a community 
to take the punishment of this crime out 
of the hands of the tribunals established 
by law to try and punish criminals. 

“The only safety for society is in pun- 
ishing criminals,- however atrocious, by 
the courts of law and not by the mob. 
Any other course brings reproach on our 
state, destroys our system of labor, low-

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ers the standard of public morals and 
gives those who mistake their hatred of 
the southern white man for love for the 
southern negro an excuse for arraigning 
us before the world as barbarians. 

“During the last twelve months there 
have been in Georgia nine cases of aa- 
sault of white women by negro men. In 
one case the mob got possession of the 
criminal before he could be apprehended 
by th eofficers of the law and inflicted 
cruel and barbarous punishment, 

“In five cases the perpetrators of the 
crime were legally tried, convicted and 
punished; in two cases the parties arrest- 
ed were, after legal trial, acquitted and 
the guilty parties escaped and are still at 
large, and in one no arrest was ever made. 
Thus there are three of the ravishers still 
at large. It is a hopeful sign that the 
better and more intelligent class of ne- 
groes are as earnest in their condemna- 
tion of this crime as are the best white 
citizens.”’

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JORDAN TAKES THE OATH 


Succeeded Crenshaw Yesterday as 
Railroad Commissioner. 


ATKINSON MADE CHAIRMAN 


i. 


Matters Before Commission Were 
Discussec and Mr. Jordan 
Will Study Them. 


Hon. G. Gunby Jordan, of Columbus, 
was sworn in yesterday before Governor 
Candler as railroad commissioner for a 
term of six years, to succeed Chairman 
T. C. Crenshaw, whose term has expired. 

Following the induction into office of 
Mr. Jordan a special meeting of the com- 
mission was held at the capitol. The com- 
mission went into executive session. 

Judge Spencer R. Atkinson was elect- 
ed chairman of the commission by the 
votes of Commissioners Jordan and 
Brown. Most of the office work will de- 
volve upon Chairman Atkinson, and he 
will probably spend much of his time at 
the capitol. Chairman Crenshaw had 
this work during his term. 

The matters that are pending before 
the commission, including many com- 
plaints from various sections of the 
state, were briefly discussed in order that 
the new commissioner might familiarize 
himself with them. These are matters 
which have recently come up and have 
not yet been passed upon by the com- 
mission. Commissioner Jordan took the 
papers in all these cases and will spend 
some time in familiarizing himself with 
them. He went back to Columbus 
last night and will return to the city 
again next Tuesday. i 

The regular meeting of the commission 
will be held October %, and the matters 
now before the commission will be passed 
on at that time. 

Chairman Crenshaw has not decided yet 
‘what he will do, but will devote himself 
for the present to atterititg to his per- 
sonal matters, which, he says, have suf- 
fered from neglect. He says that nothing 
before the commission which he could 
attend to has been left unfinished. He 
declares he is glad that his term of office 
has expired, and says he would not ac- 
cept the appointment again if tendered 
him. 

The New Commissioner. 

Mr. Jordan is not new to the duties 
of the office of railroad commissioner. 
In 1894, upon the death of Colonel Virgil 
Powers, he was appointed commissioner 
to fill the unexpired term. He was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Crenshaw. Mr. Jordan is 
eminently qualified to fill the office of 
commissioner, who, in this instance, is 
required by law to be a man experienced 
in railroading. He first operated the 
Georgia Midland railroad; was largely 
concerned ih building the Columbus 
Southern railroad, and has always been 
identified with large business interests. 


" He is'now president of the Eagle and 


Phenix mills, the largest cotton factory 
in Georgia, and president of the Third 
national bank, of Columbus, besides be- 
ing connected with other concerns of 
lesser importance. 

Colonel T. C. Crenshaw, the retiring 
chairman of the co on, is well 
known to the péople of Georgia. He 
served several terms in the legislature 
and was collector of internal revenue un- 
der President Cleveland's first adminis- 
tration. He then enteréd thé railroad 
service with the Pe of Georgia rail- 
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business, as I lost more monev by fts 
neglect while I was chairman of the com- 
mission than my salary amvunted to.” 

Judge Spencer R. Atkinson, the new 
chairman of the commission. is one of 
the best known men in the state. Judge 
Atkinson was for a number of years judge 
of the superior court of the Brunswick 
circuit, and from there he went to the 
supreme bench. During his incumbency 
as associate justice of the supreme court 
he made a wide reputation as a jurist. 
His decisions were marked by their learn- 
ing, accuracy and lucidity of statement. 
Judge Atkinson resigned his position on 
the supreme court bench to accept the 
place of railroad commissioner.

New Orleans, October 15.—As Liverpool ad- 
vices were unfavorable our market opened 4 
to 5 points lower and declined 4 points addi- 
tional shortly after on realizing. Subsequently 
reports of killing frosts in several sections of 
the Mississippi valley caused an improvement 
of 7 points from the bottom, but when {ft was 
ascertained that they were incorrect values 
eased off 7 points from the top, being accel- 
erated by the weakness of spots, closing at a 
net loss of 9 to 10 points on the day. Light 
frosts materialized in a few points in the At- 
lantics, but the temperatures were not suffi- 
ciently low to do any material damage, Clear 
weather prevails throughout the belt and pre- 
dictions are that generally fair and pleasant 
weather will continue during the next thirty- 
six hours, Receipts are on a more liberal scale, 
and it is evident from the free offerings by 
interior holders that there is considerable anx- 
lety to dispose of accumulations, In the mean- 
while, English spinners, notwithstanding the 
paucity of stock in Liverpool, evidence no dis- 
position to stock up, claiming that under pres- 
ent conditions trade is unsatisfactory, making 
it compulsory for them to pursue a hand-to- 
mouth policy. Trade on the continent shows 
no sign of improvement, nor do the American 
spinners buy freely. With such a state of 
affairs existing, the restricted volume of busi- 
ness apparent can be accounted for easily. 
Prices, however, will continue to be governed 
by receipts, weather and the demand for spots. 


W. E. Small & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, October 15.—Profit taking this 
morning proved to be the feature. From the 
opening there seemed to be a general desire 
to sell on the part of those who had a consid- 
erable profit, and the offerings of this cotton 
carried prices down to 8.11 for January as 
compared with 8.22 yesterday. After this cot- 
ton had been sold, southern buying and a 
little commission house buying carrying January 
up to 8.20 sharply. During the day the 
tone ruled firm, though operators were rather 
uncertain about the immediate course of prices. 
On the theory that news is as bad as can be, 
many sold cotton looking for a reaction. The 
reports concerning frost were so conflicting, and 
while many places reported from 35 to 40 
degrees, it is a question whether those temper- 
atures actually kill the plant and stop growth. 
At least the growing is checked at this point 
and the situation is very unfavorable for 
maturing the plant. We do not see how it is 
possible to raise a big crop after this season's 
weather. There is no surplus cotton on hand, 
and if the crop should turn out under 10,- 
250,000 bales, prices are too low at even 8c. 
The low temperatures promised to continue, 
and we do not look for a bad break. If the 
market closes lower than yesterday Liverpool 
is likely to decline in the morning, when cot- 
ton can be picked up here on a break on the 
opening. Cotton seems to be a purchase on 
all weak spots, and we do not see anything 
in the outlook to change this view. hould 
killing frosts ocour before October 25, Liver- 
pool would have difficulty in getting the neces- 
Sary cotton at present prices. It is a bull mar- 
ket, though a low one, We would buy on 
breaks from this point.

Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, October 15.—Liverpool was dis- 
appointing, causing a reaction during the morn- 
ing, but the low temperatures reported by the 
government over the cotton belt last night 
brought about a recovery from the depression. 
The last short interest was practically elimi- 
nated yesterday, which deprived the market of 
that support. There is a very strong feeling

New York, October 15.—The movement in 
prices in today’s stock market lacked clear- 
ness and coherency at all times.

South- 
ern Pacific, indeed, started off with a flurry 
and St. Paul made a preliminary advance of 

1%. Other stocks to respond were few, and 
the obvious fact that heavy realizing was going 
on in the Pacific group of stocks and St. Paul 
served still further to disincline the public to 
accept the invitation to speculate. A movement 
in Pennsylvania, which ‘developed later and 
carried that stock up 2 points, was nominally 
based upon the heavy traffic movement over 
the company’s lines, but the remembrance of 
old associations of the author of the invitation 
referrei to with market movements of this 
stock aroused a suspicion of a possible con- 
nection on his part with the movement.
